o f anarchist* have shaken the « lust o f 
j civilizatio n o ff heir feet and fo unded a 
co lo ny o f their o wn upo n strictly anar­ 
chical principles in the wihls o f Brazil. 
The repo rt is no t impro bable, as Brazil 
has been o ffering inducements to immi- 
j grants witno ut much reward to their ante 
cedents, o r their principles o r lack « if 
principle, ami it wo uld no t be at all diffi 
cult fo r anarchists to pro cure a spo t f« >r 
j settlement in the remo te regio ns o f that 
vast republic 
The experiment, if it is a 
reality , i* o ne upo n which iis autho rs cl« 
I serve to he o o ngratutale*! 
It is much better fo r tin wo rh! at large 
| that the anarch sts sho uld practice their 
peculiar doctrines in the so litude «>f Bra 
zillian fo rest* than they sho uld bl« iw up 
I buildings and destro y lives 111 Paris New 
■ Yo rk o r Chicago Besides, the Rrnz Ilian 
« xpcriment is belter fo r the anarchists 
themselves, as their experieuct» in I’aris 
and Chicago must have taught them that 
civilizatio n has a very po sitive and un 
co mfo rtable wav o f 
dealing with any 
i practical tcst o f their peculiar tenets 
Obvio usly it is preferable f« >r the anar 
cbists to seek a virgin » « til, where the co n 
structive, 
rather 
than the destructive, 
principles o f anarchism may have full 
play . 


But, alas, a misfo rtune o f co nsiderable 
eo nsequencein their circumstances so o n 
o verto o k the exiles. The U*» « ler, o ne Pi g 
May o l pro ved himself to o clo se a fo llo wer 
o f Anarchist practices as o ccasio naiiy re 
vea'ed in the criminal co urts o f that effete 
so « ial sy stem which Anarchists pro fess to 
despise. He ran away fro m the Anarch! t 
Arcadia, taking with him the available 
funds o f tiie co mmunity and a gun 
The 
village, ho wever, lias managed to survive 
this breach o f faith, and already co nsists 
o f twenty two wo o den ho uses, surro und 
ed by abo ut five hundred acreso f laud 
It 
is appro priately named Anarchic 
Up to the present time it seems that the 
Co mrades have do ne their duty in the 
mo at exemplary manner by to iling fo r the 
co mmo n go o d, and their mo ral co nditio n 
is sahl to have impro ved co nsiderably 
The difficulty o f the situatio n will o bvio us 
ly arise when so me e rnprade, less c n 
Bcieutio us than the rest, declines t<> co n 
triimtc his share to the co mmo n st« « ck o f 
to il, 
When that co mes to pass it is no t 
impro bable that a substitute w ill have to 
be fo und fo r that peculiarly o dio us func 
tio nary o f civilizatio n, 
the po liceman 
Mo dern civilizatio n has been defined by 
so meb dy as “ anarchy plus a po liceman ” 
The questio n fo r Anarchists, no w that 
they have started in to live fo r themselves 
and by themselves, is bo w they are go ing 
to get alo ng witho ut a po liceman. 
One learns, to o , with regret, that the 
capitalist ha* sho wn bia clo ven frail in ihe 
Anarchist Arcadia. There is a s, ring near 
the village, the waters o f which might be 
utilized to wo rk machinery fo r the hem fit 
o f the inhabitants 
Mo ney in wanted to 
purchase the necessary plant, and the 
Anarchist» can think o f no mo re Anarch 
lea! scheme to raise it than try fo rming a 
co mpany with shares « d $5 each. Here is 
a falling o ff indeed' 
Wo are afraid that 
the village o f Anarchic may y et live to 
find itself in the thro e» o f scandals and 
revelatio ns exceed ng!y similar i« t tho se 
witli which civilizatio n is so unpleasantly 
familiar 
This suggestio n « if a co mpany 
to utilize the water is a striking instance 
o f the impo tence o f the Anarchist to car­ 
ry o n the practical business o f life with 
o ut reso rting to the sy stem he co ndemns
